W ashington, March 1.—The treaty 
between the United States and the 
Dominican republic, under which the 
former undertakes to collect and dis­ 
burse the customs revenues of the lat­ 
ter, was reported to the senate in ex 
ecutive session by Senator Lodge by 
authority of the committee on foreign 
relations. 
The com mittee reached its 
agreem ent, all of the Republicans vot­ 
ing for the favorable report and the 
Democrats voting against it. 
A num ber of very important am end­ 
m ents to the treaty were made by the 
committee. 
Article 7 was entirely re­ 
written, and as reported is materially 
shortened. 
It reads as follows:
